A course of conduct persisted in through severa! 
years becomes habitual and is regarded as an estab- 
lished policy. The fact that it is cus- 
tomary is too offen accepted as ample 

Halt! justification. A severe course of treat- 

ment is usually required to demonstrate 

the advisability of a return to first principles and still 
sharper treatment to actually break the habit. 

The hardware manufacturers have fallen into a ha- 
bit which is so burdensome and unremunerative to 
themselves, so detrimental to other legitimate interests 
and so absolutely without justification from any stand- 
point that the coming June convention at Hot Springs, 
Virginia, can hardly fail to adopt some positive meas- 
ures of relief, , 

For many years the hardware manufacturers have 
been submitting to a more or less shrouded form of 
blackmail imposed upon them in the guise of advertis- 
ing in the programs of the annual conventions of the 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associations of the various 
states. When these associations were few in number 
and weak in membership a contribution to meet the 
expenses of their conventions did not impose any 
especial burden upon the manufacturer, but state aft- 
er state has been organized and issues its convention 
programs, and the demands have grown so enormously 
that to meet them absorbs a large part of the manu- 
facturers’ advertising appropriation. This evil has be- 
come so burdensome that manufacturers are asking for 
relief, 

The Retail Dealers’ Association has no inherent or 
constitutional right to levy blackmail. In their in- 
ancy perhaps they needed the money, and it was 
pleasant and easy to go their good friends, the manu- 
facturers, for it. Experience has proven that it was 
easy, but the pleasantness for the manufacturer has 
ong since disappeared. 
he Retail Dealers’ Associations must either give a 
d pro quo or stand convicted of the charge of black- 
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mail. They have not given the guid pro quo in the 
past—they cannot give it in the future. They can 
make no return to the manufacturer for his expendi- 
ture in their convention programs. The associations 
are not in position to give anything in return and the 
wise fetailer does not want to belong to an organiza- 
tion which is under obligations, other than of good 
fellowship, to any class of men with whom he must 
do business. The retailer desires to conduct his own 
business upon a strictly commercial basis. He does 
not want to buy of a manufacturer simply because that 
manufacturer has advertised in a convention program. 
He never has time to read those advertisements any- 
way. The retailer who attends the convention, and 
who is fortunate enough to get a program, for there 
are seldom enough to go around, has something else 
to do. He has come to the convention to listen and 
perhaps to be listened to. There is too much life and 
movement around him to permit more than an occa- 
sional cursory glance at the printed program. So far 
as advertising value is concerned, the convention pro- 
gram has none. The retailers recognize this them- 
selves. At home they organize local associations of 
retail merchants to protect themselves against 
ubiquitous solicitors for advertising in church, lodge 
and charitable programs, the hotel directory and the 
perennial county directory. The retailer has learned 
from experience that these forms of so-called adver- 
tising are nothing more nor less than blackmail im- 
posed upon him by the mistaken notion that he must 
submit or lose the friendship of a portion of his com- 
munity. There are legitimate avenues of advertising 
expenditure which give him adequate returns and 
which he is anxious to patronize, and every dollar he 
pays for blackmail robs him of the just return he 
would receive if that dollar were invested in profitable 
advertising. 

At the state convention of the South Dakota Retail 
Hardware Association in January, 1906, M. L. Corey, 
secretary of the National Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion, made an address agreeing specifically upon the 
very point above stated. The manufacturers are 
pleased to have their position defended by so able a 
champion. Secretary Corey urged that local business 
men should unite for protection against the program 
evil and should appoint a committee to whom every 
program solicitor should be referred and by them 
turned down. 

What is sauce for the goose should be equally pala- 
table to the gander. The retail dealer objects to the 
program blackmail—he will not misunderstand the 
manufacturer who objects to the same form of black- 
mail. The manufacturer who submits to this levy 
not only throws his money away, but he loses, in ad- 
dition, the benefits he would have received if this mon- 
ey has been invested in legitimate advertising. The 
manufacturers are asking themselves why they should 
any longer submit to this intolerable situation. 

But the question has assumed a more aggravated 
phase than the question merely of a quid pro quo. 
Two years ago the Joint Catalogue-House Committee 
began a strenuous campaign against the catalogue 
houses. They accused the manufacturers of foster- 
ing them to the detriment of the local dealers. They 
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demanded that the manufacturer should summarily end 
all relations with catalogue houses. They demanded 
a pledge of such action, and inaugurated war against 
all intractable hardware manufacturers. 

The manufacturers blinked at this sudden flash of 
great white light, emitted a convulsive grasp as the 
sounds of the explosion rent the hardware atmosphere, 
and then, hoping that somehow the movement would 
eventuate happily, a large number of them signed the 
pledge and practiced the icy shoulder on the large, fat, 
juicy orders of the catalogue houses. A component 
and essential part of the pledge was an agreement 
that the members of the Retail Dealers’ Association 
would faithfully divert their purchases from the re- 
calcitrant manufacturers who persisted in selling to 
whomsoever wanted the quantity and had the price 
and turn their purchases over to the manufacturers 
who signed the pledge. 

This agreement was, we say, a component and es- 
sential part of the pledge—when the pledge was 
signed. No longer. The manufacturers cut off their 
large catalogue house customers, but the retailers con- 
tinued to buy wherever they pleased—and so often 
they pleased to buy from a manufacturer who was 
cpenly selling his wares to the catalogue house. 

But the complaisant manufacturer has not only lost 
his big catalogue house customer, he has suffered also 
from the methods of warfare adopted by the Catalogue 
House Committee. His business has been disorgan- 
ized, his trade demoralized and all to no purpose. 
Under such circumstances the Retail Dealers’ Asso- 
ciations and the Joint Catalogue House Committee 
cannot come with clean hands and ask the manufac- 
turers for assistance. It is adding insult to injury to 
ask the manufacturer to contribute, especially when he 
finds upon the same pages of the convention program 
the advertisements of manufacturers who refused to 
sign the pledge. 

There are signs that the worm will turn. At the 
June meeting the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association should adopt stringent measures to end 
this reign of blackmail and graft. It will not be ended 
until they take the initial step. They alone can end it.

But to-day the heart of the world is wrung with 
sorrow and sympathy for the stricken people of San 
Francisco and California, The imagination fails to 
grasp the awful picture. Last night peace, plenty, 
comfort, homes, music, pleasure, books, society and a 
well-ordered future, all the refinements of civilization, 
and this morning, desolation, ruin and 300,000 people 
reduced in the twinkling of an eye to the primal in- 
stincts of self-preservation. For the present, starva- 
tion and pestilence; for the future, chaos. Smal! 
wonder that people thus beset by the black hand of 
fate lost their reason and threw themselves madly into 
the arms of death.

500,000. New York, with its steel, oil and railroad 
kings, has raised $2,000,000. Trains are _ rushing 
deadhead across the continent bearing blankets, cloth- 
ing, food and medicines to the afflicted.

SAN Francisco will rise again. This is the note 
of sublime faith and courage that comes hot upon the 
Will heels of the first tidings of the disaster. 
Rebuild Before the great conflagration was ex- 
With Steel. tinguished the men of affairs, many of 
whom scarcely knew whether they were 
possessed of a penny or not, gathered in the neighbor- 
ing city of Oakland and began laying plans for the 
rebuilding of the city. In the first horrifying news of 
the calamity such a decision seemed incredible, even 
monstrous. But as the details are received there is 
seen to be reasons for faith and courage. 

The new city will be built of steel, for the build- 
ings of modern steel construction passed through the 
earthquake of Wednesday morning practically un- 
scathed. Had they been in the majority, the stupend- 
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ous proportions of the subsequent conflagration would 
have been impossible. 

According to some good authorities 250,000 tons of 
structural steel will be required to rebuild the city. 
This estimate is likely to be too small rather than too 
large. The influence of this demand, which will be in- 
sistent and must be met as speedily as possible, will 
have a very decided effect upon the iron and steel! 
market for many months. 

*x* * * 
THE BASIC MARKETs Of iron and steel will not be the 
only ones to feel the effects of the rebuilding. Be- 
sides the great commercial structures, 
Will Affect a5proximately 60,000 homes have been 
ae Marker.destroved. Sixty thousand homes must 
be rebuilt, sooner or later. Sixty thou- 
sand homes must be furnished with nails and screws 
and locks and hinges and window weights, and all the 
varied items of builders’ hardware. Sixty thousand 
homes must be equipped with furnaces and registers 
and pipe, coal and gas ranges and heating stoves, 
kitchen ware and household utensils of all kinds. And 
the carpenters and masons who build these homes 
must be supplied with the tools with which to work. 

So far as is known the great wholesale and retail 
stocks of hardware in San Francisco have been totally 
destroyed. No authentic reports of the fate of such 
stocks have been received, but in view of the universal 
character of the catastrophe it may be safely taken for 
granted that these stocks have been entirely lost. 

We do not call attention to these conditions with any 
purpose of congratulating the trade upon the sudden 
accession of an unexpected market, but simply to point 
out the problem. In fact we are not sure that the trade 
as a whole is to be congratulated. Conditions will be 
very unusual for some time to come, and the trade 
will be more or less demoralized. But the problem 
will be net and conquered and the stricken people of 
San Frrneisco in their splendid determination to re- 
build théir ruined homes will receive all of the timely 
assistance that it is possible for the hardware manu- 
facturers and dealers of America to give them.

There is no law preventing any man from pursuing 
to a limited extent the same mode of life in the midst 
of our densest civilization, but most of us prefer to 
live up to more conventional standards. We find it 
more convenient, and while we seldom give the mat- 
ter very much thought, when we do reason down to 
the-bottom of things we realize that co-operation with 
cur fellow men, which we practice almost every mo- 
ment of our lives, makes existence vastly more attrac- 
tive and desirable than the isolated South Sea Island 
condition, 

But living in co-operation with other people, that is 
to say, living in civilized society, means the recognition 
by each individual of a large body of social law. This 
is built up out of the common practice of the members 
of society through generations. To realize what this 
means take a radical example of the subversion of one 
part of the social law. 

I knew a man once who determined to be a law unto 
himself, believing that the largest development of his 
character demanded such independence. Among other 
things he decided that that quarter of the globe to 
which the compass needle points was not necessarily 
“north.” He called it “blue.” This is only one ex- 
ample. He was equally erratic about many other 
things. 

Now, my friend was wholly within his rights in 
saying “blue” if he wanted to, but somehow folks 
didn’t understand him. When he asked a stranger if 
Lincoln Park was on the “blue” side (only he had an- 
other word for “side”) of Chicago, the stranger be- 
gan to edge away. And as my friend persisted in 
living at cross purposes with society, others than 
strangers began to “edge away” and stay away. His 
character may have developed all right, but his fatty 
tissue got the sad farewell. 

I have cited a radical and exaggerated example, but 
the principle is the same. You may not think it is of 
much consequence whether you eat pie with a knife 
and waltz the tootpick around your molars conspicu- 
ously and wear deep mourning on your finger nails 
No policeman will give you a free ride and a municipal 
bath for doing any of these things. But they do mat- 
ter to a whole lot of finicky people who might add con- 
siderably to your earning power if you would only 
pay a little attention to their notions. 

There was a time when the hardware dealer as a rule 
was just that careless about his personal appearance 
and habits. I am glad to be able to say “there was.” 
It is not true to-day. There are many old-fashioned 
hardware men, of course, who haven’t changed any 
more than their stores, which are still sloppy and un- 
tidy. But the majority of hardware stores are more 
up-to-date. They are kept as clean as a dry goods store 
and care and thought is bestowed upon making the 
arrangement attractive. The proprietor is too wise to 
spoil all this effort by careless personal habits, and he 
insists upon the careful observance of neatness by his 
clerks. 

This is a subject which I believe has not yet been 
taken up by the correspondence schools, but that fact 
need not discourage the aspiring youth. Eyes and 
ears will furnish sufficient instruction if properly 
used. Conform to the niceties observed by the most 
refined people with whom you come in contact.

ROUND OAK FACFORY ENLARGING, 








The Round Oak Stove Works have just commenced 
the erection of a large three-story brick addition to 
the steel range department of its mammoth plant at 
Dowagiac, Michigan. This is in line with the policy 
of the company adopted in 1900 of rebuilding the en- 
tire plant with substantial brick buildings. 

The present year promises to set a new mark in the 
growth and advancement of this factory. The new 
addition will greatly increase the output of the steel 
range department. Other buildings are in contempla- 
tion which will be erected during the present year, 
chief of which will be a large warehouse with a front- 
age of several hundred feet on the Michigan Central 
Railroad. Several other smaller buildings will also 
be erected and before many seasons have passed it is 
expected that the last of the old factory buildings 
which have done service for nearly thirty years will 
have been replaced by modern brick structures. 

Superintendent A. K. Beckwith states: “One diffi- 
culty that besets us is in securing men enough as fast 
as we want them. We have good, steady, well paid 
positions open for men who want to work and who 
will stay with us. We do not hesitate to say that we 
have a factory in which laboring men cannot help but 
enjoy working, and a town in which it is a delight to 
live. To young men—young men of families—we can 
offer the best inducements for steady employment.” 

The Michigan state labor statistics credit the Round 
Oak Stove Works with paying the highest average 
wages of any factory in Michigan. A careful census 
shows that more laboring people own their own homes 
in Dowagiac than in any other city of its size in that 
section of the middle west. This is accounted for by 
the high wages paid, and by steady, all-year employ- 
ment. During 1905 this institution ran every working 
day in the year except the week between Christmas and

and even then a force of one hundred men were at

It isn’t “tough luck,” you 
know it isn’t; it’s that “self” of yours. 

Bad luck never held any good man down—and it 
never will. The good in a man will come to the sur- 
face; and when he has taken a determined stand, when 
he has resolved that he will be master of self, then he 
can catch the pace, and get up in front.—The Ober- 
mayer Bulletin.

The new president of the 
organization, George E. Cook, delivered his inaugural 
address as follows: 


ORGANIZED EFFORT. 





Lives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime, 

And in departing leave behind us 
Footprints on the sands of time. - 


Although individually and as an association we do not 
hope to depart inthe coming year, yet we hope and trust that 
some footprints will be left on.the sands of time. 

In the past as an association we have left footprints that 
are lasting not only, but can bear the inspection of the most 
critical. Some of these are abiding, others not; but whether 
our efforts have been abiding or otherwise, whether they have 
been short-sighted or not, whether they have been good or 
bad, they were efforts nevertheless, and as long as there. is 
effort there is hope—hope for the individual or association. 
But these efforts must be put forth wisely and directed intel- 
ligently. ; 
Alone I walked the ocean strand, 

A pearly shell was in my hand, 

I stooped and wrote upon the sand 
My name, the year, the day. 

As onward from the spot I passed 
One lingering look behind I cast. 

A wave came rolling high and fast 
And washed my lines away. 


That effort was useless, accomplishing no good; not an 
intelligent effort. It may have diverted the mind of the 
writer for a few moments, yet such efforts do not leave 
permanent footprints. 

What the future of this association may bring forth we 
do not know, but this we do know, that principles never 
change. Although appearing under different aspects, yet they 
are always the same unfailing, never-changing principles. The 
laws of harmony change not, to whomsoever applied, or what- 
ever varied instruments used. 

But it is not the sand on the seashore upon which we 
operate, but on human beings, with minds, with intellects, 
with souls. While one or two or more impressions may not 
bring the desired results, we are nevertheless so constituted 
that by constant presentation certain truths can be brought 
home to us and enter our minds and make lasting impres- 
sions. 

Throughout our association a strong undercurrent of 
good-fellowship is beginning to flow. The true principle of 
live and let live is being learned not only in theory but in 
practice as well» The fewness of our meetings in any given 
year perhaps retards the quicker accomplishment of this ob- 
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ject. To my mind the principle of live and let live should be 
the aim of every hardware ‘merchant in the city and state. 

Although I have no complaint to make as regards my 
fellow strivers for a comfortable existence, yet looking over 
the period in which I have been connected with this associa- 
tion, I can see a marked changed for the better, not on ac- 
count of my efforts, but because of the contact of man with 
man which we have from time to time. For myself much 
benefit has come to me by means of it. Its influence has 
broadened my range of vision, has taught me to have more 
respect for my fellow man, and also to sympathize more fully 
with human weaknesses and follies. By means of this asso- 
ciation I have learned to read my own mistakes, my own 
follies, and have profited thereby. My fellow men, no man 
can, measure the benefits one receives by coming in contact 
with his fellow men in a social and business way. Let me 
repeat, no man can measure the benefit he receives in meeting 
his fellow men on equal féoting. After all, it is not the 
amount of business a man does, or the money he accumulates, 
but it is the trained mind that makes the man; trained not 
necessarily in the realm of books, but in the school of life. 
This last makes for success. ; 

It.is true at. times we are cuffed and kicked. beyond recog- 
nition, but what.of that? The dough is never good for much 
until; kneaded. ,. Much. self-imposed, righteousness may have 
to be lopped off, but what of that? There is enough true 
righteousness left to fill our hungry souls. Many precon- 
ceived opinions may be upset, but what.of that? The Scribes 
and Pharisees of olden times had to give place to wiser and 
broader principles. Let. them criticize, let them rail at this 
fault or that fault in us; but let us never forget “there are 
tides in the affairs.of men. which, taken at their flood, lead on 
to fortune.”, We know we are not perfect and make no such 
claim, but this we do know, that the hardware merchants of 
this: city are not dudes or dandies or silk stocking gentlemen, 
but strong, rugged, plain, common, every-day citizens, striving 
for their own and the city’s good; men: who need not be 
ashamed of our calling, who aim as high and accomplish as 
much as any other set of business men. Only one thing 
hampers us as yet: We, as an association, are but infants. 
These seven years have been spent mostly in getting ac- 
quainted. The future lies before us, with the outlook very 
bright. 

With our price sheets on. good solid ground, governed by 
sound business principles, with a sane respect for the rights 
of our fellow men, with our credit system still in swaddling 
clothes, but with a good healthy start, showing every prospect 
of reaching a strong, vigorous manhood, which may prove 2 
source of much benefit if wisely used, with,even now some of 
the disagreeable features of the hardware business eliminated, 
what may we not expect. in the future? 

If I stop to consider the power of twenty or thirty earn- 
est, intelligent men in a city like ours, I feel the throb of life 
pulsating through my veins. With the great possibilities that 
lie before this association, working hand in hand, and shoulder 
to shoulder, who shall measure our capacity, who shall say 
us nay, where will our influence stop? 

My fellow hardware men, shall we not endeavor to make 
this association a common sense, conservative, progressive 
institution, working for the welfare of the hardware trade of 
this city, this state, this nation? We have the quantity and, 
you will agree with me, also the quality to make this a model 
institution, with the advantage of being located in the center 
of the Lower Peninsula. We can use our influence not only 
among ourselves but in a wise way to reach our fellow hard- 
ware men in the neighboring villages. and cities and learn 
from them and they from us. 

As far as. new lines of activity are concerned, J refrain 
from suggesting any now, but shall from time to time con- 
sider them as we advance into the year’s work. 

We shall be glad to hear any suggestions given here to- 
night, or at any time, from any member or guest, and such 
suggestions, let me assure you, will receive our earnest ~ 
sideration. 

With the prospect of trade better than ever before, 
us make this a banner year, and I trust that to-night ™ -/ 
prove an epoch in our association, working for the comm " 
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good, cementing our hearts together as men who endeavor to 
attain the highest efficiency possible. Taken in its strictest 
sense there is no limit to human attainments. 
Let us, then, be up and doing 
With a heart for any fate; 
Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor and to wait. 


Another interesting address was by Mr. Homer 
Klap on “Drones versus Workers,” which is well 
worth reading. 


DRONES VS. WORKERS. 

The subject allotted me is one that, if justice were done, 
would take a great deal more time than is intended for me to 
consume. However, in the limited period granted, I shall 
endeavor in as few words as possible, with my limited ability, 
to interest you. 

Concerning the first part of the subject, namely, drones, 
you all know the definition. Webster defines a drone as the 
male of the honey bee. It is smaller than the queen bee, but 
larger than the working bee. The drones make no honey, 
but, after living a few weeks, are-killed or driven from the 
hive: In our case, we are somewhat handicapped. We cannot 
drive them from our midst; because. they do not take part in 
our meetings, and the law forbids our killing them, although, 
in sOme ¢dses it bécomes very aggravating to see -a man éat- 
ing honey at the expense of the worker, to which every man 
present who is an enthusiast in association work will testify. 
Not alone that, but he has got into this droning habit to such 
a degree that he has become a nuisance, as he is always talk- 
ing out of school what ought to be done and what the workers 
do is wrong, no matter what it is. In other words, if a thing 
is white, he wonders why it is not black, and vice versa. In 
fact, he is everlastingly criticizing the efforts put forth by the 
worker. 

Why is it that ‘quite a large percentage of the dealers in 
any line of business are satisfied to watch their fellow mer- 
chants in the same line work unremittingly to improve the 
business conditions, without lending any helping hand? A 
retail merchants’ association will take up reforms which bring 
about improved conditions and members will devote time 
and money to the cause. Instead of being actuated by selfish 
motives, they know that the result of their labor is going to 
be shared equally by the other merchants who have taken no 
part in the work. 

This latter class may not thoroughly appreciate the in- 
justice of their lack of interest in the organization movement, 
but it seems as*though enough has been written upon this 
subject to convince every retail merchant that he can gain 
something from associating with his fellow dealers and that 
his chances’ of making a success of his business are bound 
to be greater if he is working in harmony with the other deal- 
ers in his line than if he is depending entirely upon his own 
efforts to combat the various abuses which are found in all 
lines of merchandising. 

In the meantime, what are the workers doing? You 
that are within the hearing of my voice, if active in this work, 
can answer that question, and I take for granted that most of 
you are, but should there be any present to whom the title 
of drone can be applied, let me say this much: Don’t continue 
to shoulder the brunt of the work upon the few willing 
workers. 

Gentlemen, it is a fact that the conditions in some of our 
associations are simply deplorable, in consequence of these 
drones, while the workers all do more than ought to be asked 
from them. But what are we going to do? The work must 
be done and who is to do it? Surely the drones won’t—we 
know that from past experience. Therefore, Mr. Drone, you 
reap the fruit of their efforts and, in return, do nothing but 
kick, knock and find fault. If there are any drones present, 
we earnestly request that you bring yourselves to realize that 
you have been unreasonably negligent and unjust in the past— 
ot alone to your fellow merchants, but to yourselves as well. 

In my twelve years’ experience as secretary of the Grand 
‘apids Retail Grocers’ Association, I have noticed many 
istances where.some good active member was on from three 
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to six committees at one and the same time. Why? The 
answer is, because the numerical strength of workers is too 
small to distribute the necessary work properly, consequently 
the workers have no alternative but to shoulder responsibili- 
ties out of all proportion to the number engaged in business. 

One thing is certain: All the good things we enjoy from 
a commercial standpoint are the results of association work, 
which we owe not to the drones, but to the workers—men 
who ofttimes neglect their own business, men of broad minds, 
unselfish, charitable, philanthropic and noble thoughts, men 
who believe it is more blessed to give than to receive. 

Think of it, drones, and you are receiving the benetits! 
I desire to ask you this simple question: Would you—sitting 
aloof upon your selfish throne—be contented to continue feed- 
ing the cow unless you received at least part of the cream? 
I believe your reply will be in the negative. That being the 
case, we claim the privilege of calling you drones, because yeu 
are getting all the cream, but refuse, absolutely, both in time 
and money, thereby shouldering the entire burden upon the 
workers. 

That reminds me of a little experience we had the other 
day when soliciting a dealer to join our association. This 
is what he said: “If you fellows go ahead and stop all the 
price-cutting and stop the peddling nuisance, I'll join the as- 
sociation.” When we recovered we mildly asked him, if we 
were to secure a farm and place it under cultivation and sow 
the crops and harvest them, would he kindly assist us in tak- 
ing the profits? He didn’t like to see it put in that light, but 
the question is the same. There are.many men who want 
others to do all the work, and then they are benevolent enough 
to participate in the benefits. Could they but see themselves 
as others see them, they, would blush for shame. Men as 
small as that might give short weight. 

Co-operation is a mighty thing—just the disposition to 
fall into line—but better than that is the spirit which takes 
hold. 

To join the association is something in the right direction, 
certainly; but to become a member and attend the meetings 
and uphold the association in what it undertakes to do is a 
very great deal more. As to such men as the one cited here, 
they deserve to be drummed out of business.

It was erected by the “Société Anonyme 
Franco-Américaine Bundy,” a corporation which justi- 
fies its name by the fact that its capital stock of 3,500,- 
ooo francs ($675,500) is owned in equal shares by 
French capitalists and the A. A. Griffing Company, of 
Jersey City. The “Compagnie Nationale des Radia- 
teurs,” whose works are located at Dole, in the Depart- 
ment of the Jura (in the eastern part of France), and 
in which I understand the American Radiator Com- 
pany. has an interest, is the only other so-called foreign 
manufacturer of radiators in France, hence the im- 
portance of this venture. The plant comprises an 
area of about seven and one-half acres of land, over 
6,500 square yards of which are covered by the build- 
ings. It is entirely equipped with American ma- 
chinery of the most modern type, including a smoke- 
less chimney, and all the tools and patterns. It has a 
capacity of about 180 tons of radiators a week. 
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PATTERN FOR ELBOW. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN : 

I am sending you herewith sketch and explanation 
in reply to inquiry of your correspondent, W. C. Klein, 
regarding elbow. 

For the pattern of an elbow of any size or number 
of pieces, make the right angle as shown by A, B, C. 
From B as a center, with a radius equal to twice the 
diameter of the elbow, draw the arc, A C. Divide this 
arc into one less than the number of pieces the elbow 
is to have. For example, the illustration shows a 
four-piece elbow and the arc is divided at 1-2 into 
three parts. From A erect a perpendicular line and 
at point 1 draw a line at right angles to the line drawn 
from 1 to the center, B. Where this line meets the 
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one from A draw a line to the center then 1B is the 
center of the piece, and the line D B is the mitre from 
which pattern can be struck. Measure from A to- 
ward B a distance equal to diameter of elbow and 
raise a line to the mitre line. Draw half profile of el- 
bow and divide into any number of equal parts from 
which erect lines to cut mitre. In line with the ele- 
vation thus drawn lay out a stretch-out of the elbow 
divided into twice the number of parts in profile, then 
carry lines over to cut corresponding lines on stretch- 
out, which gives the pattern.. This method gives the 
pattern for any elbow of any number of pieces.

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TIN ROOFS NOT ALL BAD. 








To the everlasting credit of the great body of work- 
ing tinners be it said that as a class they are proud of 
the honorable and useful nature of their trade and are 
enthusiastically interested in maintaining its reputa- 
tion. Any imputation upon the integrity of their 
brothers as a whole receives instant and sharp re- 
sponse. They are not tongue tied, neither do their 
tongues run ahead of their ideas. The tinner must 
use his thinking apparatus constantly and he uses it to 
good purpose. 

The following article is evidence of the last state- 
ment. It comes from a man who has given his sub- 
ject careful thought: 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
| I have been very much interested of late in the ar- 
ticles pertaining to tins and tin roofs. I have noticed 
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several of them, but the one that seemed to strike the 
keynote was the one written by “Purple.” 

We all have different experiences, although they are 
sometimes similar, and, as “Purple” said, they all have 
some excuse to offer for all botch work, and generally 
the poorest mechanic has the most excuses. Take it 
years ago in the era of good tin plate. There were 
less grades made than there are now. To-day we can 
buy a terne plate 20x28 for $8.50 per box, or you can 
pay as high as $21 per box; same size, but not same 
grade. Now, listen! Strike an average. What will! 
ii be? I figure it at $13 per box of 20x28. Now, 
tinners, how many bosses use tin costing $13? Not 
ten per cent of them, unless it is specified in contract. 
Again, some may think a cheap solder is good enough 
tor a tin roof. I see that they have listed roofing 
solder and two or three kinds of %x%. Virtually 
there is only one kind of solder to use on a tin roof, 
and that is pure %x%. Now, let us take up the labor 
question. Like the tin and solder, some bosses hunt 
for the cheapest labor. What a combination. Look 
at it. And it will not take any great reasoning power 
to see why there is a decline of tin for use in roofs. 
The trouble is not all in the tin (for they can get bet- 
ter tin than the majority use). The trouble is not al! 
in the solder (for they can get better solder than some 
of them use). The trouble is not all in the labor (for 
they can get better labor than some of them employ). 
And I do not want to lay it all on the boss either. 
But he is the one to see that proper material and labor 
is used. If he does not care, who does? [I will tell 
you—the owner of the roof will care, and the care he 
will have coming will be to care for his goods or his 
tenant when it rains. Or in the winter time he may 
have to shovel snow. Then is when a man, who owns 
a tin roof, don’t care a d—n for another one, and who 
could blame him. 

They have been looking for a substitute for tin for 
roofing purposes. There have been several. But none 
of these have thus far proved as good as tin; that is, 
for a moderate price and general use, because tin is 
not the only thing that is botched. So the “tinks” of 
this country can shake hands with themselves that such 
is the case, for were it not so tin roofs would have 
received a blacker eye than they have already. 


But not content with cheap material and cheap labor 
for a roof, some one with a Satanic idea made a black 
roof paint, principal ingredient coal tar—sure death to 
any tin roof. They went through the country sowing 
it broadcast. There was no 30 fold or 50 fold about it 
either. It was a full crop in the destruction of tin 
roofs. 

So you see, friends, we cannot lay that up against 
material, labor or bosses, but to the owner. Instead 
of going and getting some advice on the subject, he 
bought that vile mixture called roof paint and poured 
it on by the barrel. 

And I have had men tell me that up to the time they 
used that paint their roofs were in good condition. 

So I find that in putting on a tin roof one should 
be particular in everything he does. Even in pound- 
ing down seams, some think a cub can do it. Maybe 
he can, but if he does not do it right, why put a man 
at it. 
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My father would insist on a matched deck when he 
laid tin. But if you do that way now the owner or 
contractor would have a violent fit. 

On Mackinac Island, Michigan, there is a Catholic 
church or mission established in Father Marquette’s 
day. The dome was covered with tin. When I was 
there in 1892 I saw it. It had then been there. 75 
years, and coming into town when the sun was setting 
it would shine like silver. That was tin plate and 
not terne plate. 

I will now close my little say, hoping to hear from 
more tinks on this same subject.

PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS. 








A novel and attractive idea in getting up a folder 
was made use of by W. H. Barnard, secretary of the 
National Association of Master Sheet Metal Work- 
ers of the United States. The folder is in the form 
of the customary architects’ plans and specifications 
and the cover is printed to conform with the idea. It 
reads, “Plans and Specifications for the Business of 
the Master Sheet Metal Workers. The National As- 
sociation of Master Sheet Metal Workers of the 
United States, Architects.” The reading matter with- 
in has marginal notes printed in red. The reading 
matter itself is interesting and well written. It says: 


To the Master Sheet Metal Workers Generally: 

The National Association has been in existence only a 
year. During that time subjects have had our attention that 
have been, and are, of great importance to us all. Let us 
call your attention to some of them. 

The Open Shop. A system which we unhesitatingly en- 
dorse. We do not order any local to adopt it—it is not the 
mission of the National to order in anything, but to advise. 
We therefore advise all master sheet metal workers to be 
free men, to run the open shop, because we believe that it 
leads in the direction of justice and promise of peace. 

The Apprentice Boy. From a proper consideration of this 
subject, the future welfare of this business depends, for “as 
we sow we shall reap.” 

When we stop to consider the capability of the average 
tinsmith of to-day, and compare him with the ability of the 
all-round workman of some years ago, we have just cause 
for alarm. Then it was that we could get men who could 
turn their hands to any kind of job and do it to the satisfac- 
tion of the customer and credit of employer, while the ability 
of the average man now is only to kill time, draw his pay 
and tell you how you must run your business. It will take 
time to remedy this condition, and the only way is the in- 
telligent consideration of the matter and a faithful adhesion 
to the plans for the remedy. Good crops are raised by care- 
ful cultivation, not by neglect. 

Good Material. The qualities of tin plate and sheet iron 
which have been supplied the manufacturers for the past 
twelve to fifteen years has resulted in a fearful injury to our 
business. The master sheet metal worker has just cause for 
alarm that tin roofing is rapidly becoming a thing of the past, 
because of the fact of the painful truth that this metal does 
not wear as it did some years ago, and architects and owners 
have lost confidence in it. The National Association of Mas- 
ter Sheet Metal Workers have taken up this all-important sub- 
ject with the manufacturers, and confidently expect a most 
substantial improvement of this condition. It is the most im- 
portant step ever taken in.the interest of this trade, and 
vitally concerns your business. 

Manufacturers and ‘jobbers selling direct to consumers 
is a practicé that we have emphatically declared against. It 
is a practice that they will not persist in in.the face of our 
united protest, and our interference in this pernicious prac- 
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tice is timely, and is welcomed by the local master sheet metal 
worker, whose interest we are trying to serve, with his assist- 
ance. 

Hot air heating and ventilating, when properly installed, 
is a triumph of economy and results. This very important 
branch of the business will be carefully considered, and the 
National Association will use its best efforts in its aims to 
encourage the proper installation of this important addition 
to American homes. It is a branch of the trade that, if han- 
dled properly, will result in glory and profit; but if installed 
with an eye single to getting the most money for the least 
service, will yield discredit to the contractor and a curse to 
the business. The National Association will see to it that 
this branch of the trade will have its intelligent consideration. 

Would you like to see your business organized in an as- 
sociation which:aims to put it upon a plane of higher respect- 
ability and credit? 

No association will do all it promises; but will you assist 
as far as you can in organizing your business? Remember 
that every industry is organized that is a power. For instance: 
Labor, Banks, Transportation Lines, Insurance, Manufactur- 
ers, etc. 

Why should you be the most timid of any? Is it possible 
that you are so dead that you cannot be aroused to the 
necessity of making an effort to improve conditions?

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
The article of .F. W. W. in March 17th issue was re: 
by me with a great deal of interest, and have waited f 
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succeeding issues to see if it would be noticed by others. 
On Monday, March 109th, we had just commenced work. 
When our boss came up to make his morning visit, one 
came after him. We heard the boss say, “Look at him, boys.” 
We turned toward the door (and after a Sabbath well spent 
in celebrating the 6oth anniversary of our church) I saw a 
sight that angels must weep at to behold—a being in the 
shape of a man, a two weeks’ stubby beard, blear-eyed, un- 
steady in gait, stub of a cigarette in his fingers, breath redo- 
lent of stale whiskey, clothing at all points of intersection. 
His greeting to the shop was, “Hello, brother tinks.” 

Query: Is he our brother? I turned to the boss and 
asked him if he had read F. W. W.’s article. He said he 
had and would go and get the copy of your valuable paper. 
This was done and read by him to the shop and to the 
visiting brother. This man came to Freeport in August last, 
worked six weeks, went on a booze for three weeks, was in 
the calaboose twice, was on the verge of delirium tremens, 
professed conversion in jail, was released, made an earnest 
effort to reform, joined the Baptist church, came to work, 
and remained steady for six weeks, fell from grace, went on 
a two weeks’ booze, arrested again, fined, broke up a load 
of rocks for the city, came out sober, went to work for four 
weeks, drunk again, pawned his watch and trunk, went broke 
and slept in a box car during one of the coldest March nights. 
He finally went to the sheriff and asked to be locked up in 
the county jail, where he now is. 


This is beside the question. Are all the sober tinners 
employed? I cannot answer this question. The inference is 
(and I resent and disclaim this) that nearly all tinners are 
drinking men or “booze fighters.” I must admit that our 
craft does use, as a rule, alcoholic beverages, but not more 
so than do other trades. As I have pondered over this ques- 
tion, it simply resolves itself to this: An advertisement ap- 
pears, “Wanted, six tinners; sober, good, etc.” Now, gentle- 
men, do you expect, honestly, to find good, steady, sober 
men, men who have a good standing in their “home towns,” 
who have made their mark, men who have their names on 
the “visiting list,” who hold some of the highest offices in 
church and are respected by the best people in town, I say 
and ask more emphatically, do you expect that these men 
are going to fall over themselves.to get a job on the rush? 
I say, they will not, and you cannot expect to get such men. 

Diamonds must be sought out and after. There are al- 
ways floaters and always will be. You can find as many good 
and true men in our craft as you can in any. Good men are 
not scarce, but are known and valued as such. “Is is unfor- 
tunate that you cannot find them,” one brother says. Let us 
get a raise from ten to twelve dollars a week, not for a raise 
of wages, that will come all O. K., but for a higher and a 
nobler purpose, do, I ask my brother tinners, our employers, 
to consider the question of our morals and our standing in 
our respective communities. 

The drink habit is an evil, but because a man drinks a 
glass of beer is he to be declared immoral? I do not use it 
myself or encourage it in others, but after years of experience 
I say that I have worked with a large number of tinners 
and say from personal experience that our craft is as honest, 
good natured, moral, owning their own homes, raising as 
good families, who do not believe in race suicide, as any in 
the land. In Freeport we have as good and honest a set 
of men as you can find anywhere. We thank you, Mr. Editor, 
for your noble testimony on our behalf, and will you permit 
me to say a few words on the “drink habit.” 


One will say. a glass of beer does no harm. I use a 
homely illustration. Take a stick of solder. Use it on bright 
tin. Is it damaged much? No. Run it off the tin and use 
it on galvanized iron, then use it on zinc, and again on plan- 
ished copper. Repeat the process, and then as far as possible 
collect the solder in a bar again. What have you? A porous, 
hardened, brittle mass of no use to any one, for all practical 
purposes. One glass, two, three, drunk, sober, drunk, sober 
to-day, drunk to-morrow. The hardening process is going 
on. The result is a porous, hardened, confirmed inebriate, 
tissues all sodden with alcohol, shunned by wife, feared by 
his children, pitied by all. DoI say all? Alas, no! His boon 
companions will say, “All his own fault.” I must not trespass 
on your valuable space, so let me conclude by saying this, 
let all our employers do their best, by precept and example, 
to lead their men up to a higher plane, and the men will be 
constrained to. follow. In the economy of “God’s grace” 
there must, be rich and. poor men. The rich have the most 
peril, for to whom much is given, much is expected, but woe 
unto him that putteth the bottle to his neighbor’s lips. . I 
‘lose. by giving you this illustration, made from the confession 
f a drinking man who confessed to an average of $3.50 per 
veek for beer. Fifty-two weeks at $3.50 per week is $182 
er year. Figure this for ten years, about $2,000. Is the 
ame worth the powder? 

I am sure that as a class we, the tinners and sheet metal 
orkers of America, are as moral and law-abiding as any 
lass in the broad United States. We have access to basements, 
tchens, parlors, bedrooms, the general run of the best 
ouses in the land, restaurants, hotels and banks. We are 
ractically given full liberty and in some houses wealth of 
| kinds lies scattered in rich profusion. Search the crim- 
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inal records, inquire at police headquarters, look at the stock 
a tinner is permitted to take out with him, and the oppor- 
tunities afforded them to be dishonest, and then tell me and 
us how many immoral, “thievish tinners” have you seen or 
known who have been convicted of immorality. Now will 
you be good and say with THe AMERICAN ArtISAN, that after 
all the tinners are jolly good fellows.

COLD TINNING.

PROTECTING STEEL.

How is the best way to protect steel tinners’ rule 
from rust? 

Ans.—Brush it with a solution of paraffine and 
benzine. 

TO PREPARE GALVANIZING. 
From Chas. Horne, St. Paul, Minn. 

Kindly inform me how to prepare galvanizing and 
how it is used to galvanize black iron, 

Ans.—For jobbing work; place the article in a 
pickle composed of 5 to 8 drachms of sulphuric acid 
to 1 quart of water, allowing them to remain until the 
oxide is eaten off. Then dip them for a moment in 
strong nitric acid and wash off quickly with much 
water. If the bath is impracticable apply the pickle 
with a brush, thoroughly scrubbing afterward with 
sand. Iron is best galvanized by dipping into a fluid 
zinc bath. The article is first dipped into a concen- 
trated solution of sal-ammoniac, then quickly dried 
and finally immersed in melted zinc. To prevent too 
rapid cooling remove the article into boiling hot water 
and allow it to cool. 

SOLDER.

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 

In addition to the unprecedented rush of spring busi- 
ness which is keeping hardware jobbers on the qui 
vive, the demand for builder’s hardware, to supply the 
urgent needs of the homeless people of San Francisco, 
has drawn heavily on Chicago stocks. 

Jobbers have experienced some difficulty in getting 
the entire bulk of their shipments through the freight 
houses and on board cars promptly, but the delay has 
not been serious, and the conditions this year in this 
respect are better than for many years past, consider- 
ing the volume of the business transacted. 

The demand for poultry netting, lawn mowers, 
paints and painters’ materials, screen doors and win- 
dows, wire cloth and other seasonable goods continues 
unabated. 

Prices show no particular changes, but the market 


is firm. 





IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 


Although sounding for prices on large lots the big 
foundries have not made regular inquiry thus far on 
malleable Bessemer and foundry iron. About 10,000 
tons were purchased during the week and unclosed in- 
quiries for malleable Bessemer aggregate 25,000 tons. 
Quotations on this metal vary from $18.80, Chicago, to 
$16.00 at an Ohio plant. 

But little Southern iron is in the market. Other iron 
is quoted from $14.50 to $18.40, Chicago, Steel plants 
are buying light as the result of high prices, although 
ready to place orders for 8,000 or 10,000 tons. Most 
foundries have not yet placed orders for pig iron for 
the second half. 





BILLETS AND RODS. 

A large supply of forging billets is now to be had in 
Chicago market at $34 to $35, but Bessemer and open 
hearth rods are still bought in Pittsburg at $37.00, 
f. o. b, Chicago, 





SHEETS. 
A still further advance in the sheet market occurred 
during the week, and the concessions of a month ago, 
some as large as $2.00 per ton, are now withdrawn.

PLATES. 


The amount of specifications received on plates con- 
tinues to be large, but little new tonnage is being 
placed. Chicago mills have hardly a month’s work 
ahead, and prompt shipments are promised. The car 
foundries’ requirements are large, one concern receiv- 
ing orders during the last ten days for over 4,000 
railroad freight cars. The demand for universal plates 
is much better. No change has occurred in Chicago 
prices. 





WIRE PRODUCTS. 

A heavy demand for wire nails has developed dur- 
ing the past week, but other branches of the wire trade 
are dull. Barb wire orders are being filled in two 
weeks, The mills report good business, with heavy 
specifications against old contracts. Little new busi- 
ness is reported, however. As jobbers are urging imme- 
diate deliveries their stocks are evidently light. Prices 
are unchanged. 





TIN BREAKS ITS RECORDS. 


Dealers and consumers of tin are feeling keenly the 
effects of the English bull syndicate which has obtained 
a complete corner in the London pig tin market. The 
price soared to a record price during the past few days. 
Welsh tin plate mills have stopped making. Although 
there is a good supply in the domestic market dealers 
here raised prices at once in sympathy and the result 
is light buying. The amount afloat is about 1,282 tons, 
which was the supply a week ago. The disablement 
of the San Francisco smelters has caused the Pacific 
coast canneries to order pig tin and manufactured cans 
in the East. Prices as below are quoted now in New 
York:

WIRE NAILS. 


The San Francisco demand for nails is expected to 
considerably increase the shipments west although the 
American Steel & Wire Company was fortunate in not 
losing its San Francisco plant, and has a stock there 
sufficient for immediate needs, 

The trade in general is heavier than it has been at 
any time since last November. Quotations are firm at 

2.00 to jobbers and $2.05 to retailers on car lots, with 
an advance of five cents for less than car lots. 


CUT NAILS. 

The country demand is strong, owing to the opening 
of spring work. Quotations aré stable at: Steel cut 
nails in car lots, $1.95; less than car lots, $2; iron cut 
nails, $2.05 in car lots; less than car lots, $2.10. 


BARB WIRE. 


The resumption of construction and repair work on 
railroad and electric lines, as well as in the farming dis- 
tricts of the West, has caused a large increase in the 
demand for barb wire. Prices are firm as follows: To 
jobbers, Chicago, car lots, painted, $2.15; galvanized, 
$2.45. To retailers, car lots,-painted, $2.20; galvan- 
ized, $2.50. Retailers, less than car lots, painted, $2.30; 
galvanized, $2.60. Staples, bright, in car lots to job- 
bers, $2.10; galvanized, $2.40; car lots to retailers, 10 
cents extra, with an additional 5 cents for less than 
car lots, 


Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

The buying movement heretofore reported is steadily 
growing in force. The volume of inquiries and sales in the 
central district during the past week has increased. While 
there has been some buying of Southern brands, interest has 
developed chiefly in Northern irons, and it is estimated that 
the tonnage of sales consummated since April Ist is greater 
than for the entire three months preceding. Round lots of 
Bessemer, malleable and foundry have been disposed of, 
principally for delivery for the second and third quarters, 
with a limited amount for the entire year. Prices have been 
somewhat irregular, varying with the location of the buyer, 
the reputation of the brand and the time for delivery. 

A number of large consumers whose wants are supplied 
for the next two or three months have tested the market 
and have found that there is a line apparently below which 
no producer can be forced. They have accordingly with- 
drawn their inquiries and have stated that they are content 
to wait until their usual time for buying, having an idea 
that if prices for pig iron go higher they will be able to get 
more for their product. The sentiment is developing quite 
rapidly that there is danger in delay. It is believed that the 
long list of uncovered consumers will come in during the - 
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next thirty days for their requirements covering a period 
from three to six months. 

Reports of the most optimistic nature are sent in by 
foundries having more work than they can turn out, who are 
obliged to decline new business. 

It is stated that a boom in iron was started by the de- 
mands after the great Chicago fire, and there are some who 
think that the reconstruction of San Francisco will call for 
such an amount of iron and steel to erect earthquake and 
fireproof structures, that much higher prices will be seen 
later in the year. The iron business is in such a healthy 
shape that nothing of this sort is needed to enable it te take 
care of itself. 

Conditions remain unchanged. 

At their Chicago office, Rogers, Brown & Company say: 

The market here is strong and active. The activity is 
not only shown by the increased tonnage booked, but is also 
demonstrated by the extreme interest displayed on all sides. 
The larger consumers are keeping closely in touch with the 
situation and it is thought by many that a strong buying 
movement is likely to set in any day. 

The weakness displayed a while ago by valley furnaces 
is being displaced by a firmer feeling, which is having its 
effect on the Chicago market. Sellers are taking orders 
steadily day by day for delivery during the third quarter and 
last half for both Northern, Southern and malleable, and 
undoubtedly the continuance of this sort of buying will in- 
spire local sellers with stronger views. 

Few dissent from the opinion that there will be an un- 
usually heavy demand for all kinds of pig iron for May and 
June delivery. Purchases consummated_in the fall were 
evidently on a conservative basis, and consumption, having 
kept up at such a steady rate, many are_finding out they will 
not have sufficient iron to carry them to July 1. Pig iron 
is being produced at a tremendous rate and consumers are 
taking it. 

Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

Business during the past week has been extremely satis- 
factory and the market is undoubtedly stronger to-day than 
it was a week ago. Inquiry has been general, and the amount 
of orders placed is large, although actual business rather 
runs in special directions. Basic, for instance, has been in 
great demand and a number of heavy sales have gone on 
record. Malleable, too, has played its part in the week’s 
prosperity, several large contracts for this iron having been 
placed in the Chicago territory, while a number of big deals 
are still pending throughout the lake regions. Manufac- 
turers of Bessemer are nearly all behindhand on their orders, 
and it is almost impossible to find any of this material offer- 
ing for shipment over the next two months. a 

The great San Francisco disaster will naturally have an 
effect. The fact that the steel buildings remain practically 
unharmed, while the structures of stone and brick and frame 
collapsed, means of course that if the city is to be rebuilt a 
vast amount of structural steel will be contracted for in the 
not far future. 

The strike of the anthracite miners has crippled the 
Eastern furnacemen to an embarrassing extent. 

In the South, while several important furnaces are out 
for repairs, the production goes steadily on, shipments are 
moving freely, and the yards are kept comparatively clean. 
Demand for prompt shipment of Southern iron continues, and 
there is no amount of high grade iron to sell for spot ship- 
menc from this district. The recent large purchases of 
Southern iron by pipe manufacturers have materially strength- 
ened the situation. Consumers of Southern foundry grades 
have been dilatory in covering for the last half, and com- 
paratively few have purchased their requirements beyond 
July and August. Inquiries for Ohio irons and purchases 
are assuming generous proportions, and a great many orders 
for all grades have been placed for prompt and future ship- 
ment. 

Without question the market is in good shape—consump- 
tion goes steadily on and, if anything, is on the increase. 
Those who have still to buy for the third and last quarters 
will surely do something soon.
